Growing  Hyacinths  in  Glasses 

HYACINTHS  — The  single-flowering  varie- 
ties can  also  be  grown  in  water  for  which 
especially  constructed  glasses,  known  as 
“Hyacinth  Glasses”  (see  illustration)  should 
be  used. 

CULTURE — Single  Hyacinths  do  better  than 
Double  in  glasses,  as  they  produce  a much 
larger  and  more  showy  truss.  Place  the  bulbs 
in  the  glasses,  which  should  be  filled  with  wa- 
ter so  it  touches  the  bottom  of  the  bulbs.  Put 
them  in  a closed  box  in  a cool  place,  or  on  a 
shelf  in  the  dark  part  of  the  cellar,  for  from 
six  to  eight  weeks,  changing  the  water  every 
ten  days  or  two  weeks;  then  remove  them  to 
the  light.  If  then  placed  in  a cool  room  they 
will  produce  very  fine  spikes  and  remain  in 
bloom  a long  time.  A small  piece  *of  charcoal1 
in  the  water  is  beneficial.

Growing  Bulbs  in  Water  and  Pebbles 

Is  another  very  fascinating  method.  Here, 
too,  fancy  bowls,  glass  or  china  dishes  can  be 
used.  Fill  the  receptacles  to  very  nearly  the 
top  with  pebbles,  then  fill  with  water  until  it 
is  on  a level  with  them,  press  the  bulbs  gently 
into  the  pebbles  so  they  stand  erect;  the  roots 
will  wind  their  way  through  them  and  secure 
a firm  hold  for  the  bulbs.  Water  must  be 
added  as  it  is  taken  up  by  the  roots  for  nour- 
ishment.
